CLOVER 


MAMMOTH RED CLOVER. Also called “Pea Vine’’ Clover. 
This variety grows larger and coarser than the medium and 
is often used for plowing under to enrich the soil. American 
grown seed. 6 to 10 Ibs. per acre. 


HUBAM ANNUAL SWEET CLOVER. Hubam Clover has 
come rapidly to the front as an emergency pasture and hay 
crop.
